A few months ago the British 
film industry --had-the opportunity_ 
of its lfc. An Import tax had 
caused Hollywood to stop sending Sts 
films Into the country. 

British films, which had been 
growing in quality and stature 
since 1939, had the market at thelr 
fect. Here, it seemed, was just the 
chance the industry needed. 

Then suddenly; a few weeks ogo, 
Mr. Hurold Wilson, the President 
of the Board of Trade, changed tho 
-whole scene, : 

He signed ‘an agreement with Mr, 
Erle Johnston, representing the 
Hollywood ‘producers. . Hollywood 
was freo again to pour its pictures 
into Britain. 

But there ‘were conditions. Mr 
Harold Wilson explained how he 
was still golng to sive our preclous 
dollars, 

The American film companies 
would not be allowed to take out 
of the country all the money their 
films earned here. A large propor- 
tion, estimated at £10,000,000 a 
year, would remain in Britain. The 
‘Americans must spend it in Britain. 

Naively . Wiison suggested 
that. the Americans might use the 
money to show us how to run our 
hotels. : 

For from nafvely, the Americans 
made their plans to use the moncy 
doing-what-comes-naturally—malcing. 


THEY GAIN

film industry to Hollywood. 

Why do.I say that? Bocnuse the

How does Mr. Rank benefit? 

Because his cinemas (ond - 1,008 
of the biggest and best clnemis in 
Britain are in the virtual. control 
of either Mr. Rank or the American 
Warner Brothers) are assured of 
new films. i 


His own films are guaranteed 
showing, the studios where they 
are made are owned by him, and the 
agreement cnsures that the Amori- 
cans will push his films in the U.S. 
in order to.free more of thelr re- 
venue in Britain for_, removal in 
dollars, —-— - 

No wonder Mr. Rank said in 
New: York the day the agreement 
was signed, “Everything. in tho 
garden is lovely.” 

But other British producers, Icss 
strongly armed with bargaining 
power do not share his joy. ‘They 
aro very,. very worrled Indeed 
about their ‘future. 


Byes. 


That ts not just a personal view. 
The trade journal, . Kinematograph’ 
Weekly, says that the producers are 
“perturbed.” It adds: . 

“They are convinced that - the 
_ settlement gives the Americans a 
‘very, very strong position in-British 
studios. They’ sce © dangers ahead 
and they arguo thot the second year 
mny be worse than the first.” 

As for the studio workers, the 
cause of thelr anxicty is clear. 
Their unfon leader, Mr. Tom 
O'Brien, M.P., says: “Britlsh studfo 
labour !s being reduced to the 
humiliating position ‘of asking 
American companies to take it over.”

Be- 
cause the American companies 
uiready \own oF control through 
thelr British aMliations most of 
the studio space not under the con- 
trol of the Rank group. 

They ‘have not. been using their 
space much lately (while tho tax 
was on they wanted to starve, not 
feed, British ser¢ens), but now they 
are going ahead with ‘their produc- 
tion plans. :

others. And they will have plenty 
of moncy.. 

Studio rents, already fabulously 
high, will go up still. further.
